REMARKS 


'J'HIS  Extraordinary  Collection  of  Engravings  was  inherited  by  the 
late  Jos.  Neree  Balestier,  of  New  York  City,  from  his  father. 
There  has  been  nothing  added  to  the  collection  for  over  forty  years, 
and  the  elder  Mr.  Balestier  had  the  advantage  of  gathering  the  En- 
gravings at  a  time  when  it  was  possible  to  get  fine  impressions  in  their 
original  condition  of  prints  that  to-day  are  much  sought  after.  The 
Collection  of  the  Beautiful  Engravings  by  the  noted  and  favorite  Artist, 
Bartolozzi,  is  remarkable  for  the  great  number  printed  in  colors,  and 
many  others  that  are  printed  in  red  and  brown — all  as  they  were  issued. 
The  Prints  in  colors  and  black,  after  the  famous  Artist,  Morland,  are 
also  of  intense  interest.  There  are  also  many  other  Color  Prints  of 
the  most  enchanting  subjects  by  the  great  Artists  of  England,  France 
and  elsewhere. 

A  remarkable  feature  of  the  collection  is  that  the  Prints  are  all  in 
their  original  condition,  none  having  been  washed  or  cleaned,  and 
many  with  full  margins.  For  those  interested  in  the  Art,  this  is  an 
opportunity  that  will  seldom  occur  again.  The  subjects  as  a  rule 
have  been  selected  as  to  their  beauty  in  regard  to  Subject,  and  their 
excellence  in  regard  to  engraving. 

We  have  appended  to  this  sale  a  Collection  belonging  to  the 
Estate  of  the  late  Henry  T.  Coates,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia.  These 
embrace  an  Original  Oil  Portrait  by  Sir  Anthony  Van  Dyck  of  the 
Earl  of  Northumberland.

Your  letter  with  its  enclosures  have  been  received.  Whether  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  the  Mail,  I  am  unable  to  inform  you,  as  you 
have  omitted  to  give  it  a  date.  From  the  copies  of  yours  to  Docrr  Smith, 
and  his  to  the  President,  which  are  dated  the  9th  &  loth  of  June,  Its  to 
be  feared  that  there  has  been  much  delay  in  the  case. 

From  the  very  sincere  regard  entertained  for  your  deceased  uncles 
&  father,  while  living  ;  but  more  especially  from  the  favourable  char- 
acter given  of  yourself  by  Doctr  Smith,  I  feel  every  disposition  to 
second  your  wish  to  enter  into  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  independ- 
ent of  those  rights  which  have  been,  &  continue  to  be,  so  outrageously 
attacked,  by  a  Pen  which  disregards  all  Law,  &  all  Treatie  which  are 
found  inconvenient  for  them  to  observe  and,  accordingly,  have  made 
your  desires  known  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  a  letter  of  this  date, 
and  wish,  if  not  too  late,  that  it  may  have  the  desired  effect : — 

A  close  study  of  Law,  would  be  incompatible  with  the  Military 
duties  you  would  have  to  perform  as  an  Officers,  but  a  considerable 
portion  of  your  time  might  be  devoted  to  the  reading  of  it,  and  the 
more  eligibley  spent  than  in  the  dissipations  which  are  but  too  common 
in  a  Camp  or  Quarters.
